The point man was standing over 
three sleeping Japs. One awoke, 
pulled ‘his blanket off his face 
and saw us, He covered up 
again.” 

“IT was so close I could have 
touched some of them with my 
rifle,’ said Sgt. Bill Hopper of 


Booneville, Miss. “At a signal from 
our lieutenant we opened fire. 
With the first shot the Japs start- 
ed springing up all around us. 
There were so many of them you 
could hardly miss.” 

“I got two myself,” said Winn. 
“One was a sniper with a double- 
barreled shotgun. The other was 
a rifleman in the trail. But my 
men really had good hunting. In 
two minutes we stopped firing and 
took stock, Forty-one of the 50 
Japs lay dead around us. None of 
my men recived a scratch,”

RHINE CROSSING 
NEAR STRASBOURG

YANKS REPORTED 


‘Most of City in Allied 


Hands — Germans 
Throw 7 Divisions 
Against British on Co- 
logne Plain.

LONDON, Nov. 24 (AP).—Allied 
advance units were reported today 
to have crossed the flooded Rhine 
near Strasbourg, which French 
and American troops have cap- 
tured save for a small but power- 
fully defended bridgehead at the 
western end of the main bridge 
across the Rhine. we 

The Germans in heavy counter- 
attacks committed 10 or 12 di- 
visions to the great battle of at- 
trition on the soggy Cologne plain 
beyond Aachen and behind flame- 
throwers and a drumfire artillery 
barrage drove the British Second 
Army from thé villages of Beeck 
and Hoven, three miles northeast 
of Geilenkirchen. A front dispatch 
said seven German divisions, about 
half of them armored, attacked on 
the British sector alone, 


The United States Ninth Army, 
fighting near Julich on the turbu- 
lent Roer River 25 miles from 
Cologne, knocked out its 110th 
German tank in a seven-day battle 
on the right flank of the British. 
Twenty-three of the destroyed 
German tanks were the huge new 
Tiger Royals. The Germans made 
numerous counterattacks against 
the Ninth Army. The entire front 
was under inches of water from 
three days of rain. 

United States First Army troops 
fought their way into the village 
of Weisweiler, 2644 miles from Co- 
logne, fighting house by house. 
German trucks and horse-drawn 
vehicles were observed pulling out 
of the town to the northeast be- 
hind a strong rear guard screen. 
Heavy artillery pounded the Nazi 
columns, 


Weisweiler, two miles east of 
Eschweiler, is on the Inde River, 
a tributary of the Roer. 

Yanks Cross Saar. 

American Third Army troops 
crossed the Saar River in France 
at a point 26 miles south of 
Saarbrucken while other armored 
and infantry forces moved to 
within 13 miles of Saarbrucken 
in a three-mile advance. 


Well over 40,000 Germans have 
been captured by the six Allied 
armies on the current offensive. 
This swelled the total since D- 
day to around 700,000 men, or 
almost 50 full strength divisions. 
Counting killed and wounded, 
German casualties for the new 
winter offensive were estimated 
at supreme headquarters § at 
160,000. 


The famous French Second Ar 
mored Division, commanded by 
Maj. Gen. Jacques le Clerc, crashed 
into Strasbourg yesterday after an 
18-mile advance and by noon had 
cleared the foe from the narrow, 
crooked streets in the western 
part of the city. By 4 p. m., the 
whole town was liberated except 
for the Rhine bridge approach 
two miles from the center of 
Strasbourg. The bridge was heav- 
ily mined, stoutly defended and 
intact.

Eisenhower Soon May March 
Through Metz With Giraud 


ADVANCED SUPREME HEAD- 
QUARTERS ALLIED EXPEDI- 
TIONARY FORCE, Nov. 24 (AP). 
—Gen. Dwight D. Eisenhower 
soon may find time to keep his 
appointment to march through 
Metz with Gen. Henri Giraud, for- 
mer French commander in chief.

Text of Communique. 


The text of the second com- 
munique;: 

“A large task force of B-29 air- 
craft today attacked strategic in- 
dustrial targets in the city of 
Tokyo. 

“This mission against the Jap- 
anese capital was m@gunted from 
bases on Saipan in the Marianas 
Islands, by a large new task force 
designated as the Twenty-first 
Bomber Command, under com- 
mand of Brig. Gen. Haywood S. 
Hansell Jr. 

“Substantial bomb tonnages 
were dropped upon the Masashina 
airplane plant located in_ the 
northwest section of the city, and 
on other Selected targets in the in- 
dustrial area. Musashina is oper- 
ated by the Nakajima company, 
which with Mitsubishi, is a prin- 
cipal supplier of Japanese mili- 
tary aircraft. 

“Today's mission was led by 
Brig. Gen. Emmett O’Donnell Jr. 
The first group over the target ac- 
complished visual bombing, and 
observed that its bombs fell with- 
in the target area, causing an ex- 
plosion and fires. The second 
group reported equally good ob- 
served bombing which also re- 
sulted in fires in the target. Later 
elements also report good results. 

“The first reconnaisance photo- 
graphs showed fires still burning 
in central Tokyo after the attack, 
and smoke rising to great heights 
in the industrial areas that were 
bombed.

GLOTHING PRICES 
I0 Be GUT, CHEAP 
SUPPLY INCREASED 


OPA Hopes to Halt Rise 
in Cost of Living by 
New Curbs on Textile 
Industry. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 24 (AP). 
—The Office of Price Administra- 
tion today promised more cuts in 
the price of clothing and more 
low-priced garments on dealers’ 
shelves. 

This double assault on inflated 
clothing prices will be followéd, 
Administrator Chester Bowles 
by clamping down on the 
price ceilings of garment makers 
and tightening price rules govern- 
ing retail stores, 

As the program takes effect, 
“any increases in the cost-of-liv- 
index in the coming months 
will stop completely,” Bowles pre 
dicted,

Carrying Out Vinson’s Order. 


The OPA thus evidently pinned 
on the textile and garment trade 
its hope of carrying out the in- 
junction of Economic Stabilization 
Director Fred M. Vinson, who as- 
serted that a small but “disturb- 
ing” climb in. living costs must 
stop. Vinson’s instructions were 
construed ag a tip-off that the 
administration has decided not to 
drop the Little Steel pay formula 
before the collapse of Germany, 
but to give labor unions assur- 
ance that the cost of living would 
not climb while wages stood still. 

OPA’s opening moves to make 
good the Vinson pledge were an- 
nounced last night. They are: 


1. A decision to set dollars- 
and-cents retail prices, which

2. An order intended to stop

be done by reducing the profit 
margins of textile finishers, 

It will be four or five months 
before the ceiling-tagged children’s 
garments reach the market, 
Bowles said.

Saying that food prices dropped 
4 per cent while clothing rose 11 
per cent, Bowles asserted that “for 
the last 18 months price rises in 
clothing have been the greatest

“The decrease in food prices has 
compensated until now for the

for the past year and a half.

“Many are becoming 
dope fiends, I was offered nar- 
cotics, but didn’t mess around 
with it.” 

No effort is made to segregate 
first offenders from hardened 
criminals, he asserted. Conditions 
at the penitentiary have grown 
steadily worse in the last two 
years, he added. At the comple- 
tion of McCormack’s statement, 
Judge Moore said he was im- 
pressed by it and thought an in- 
vestigation should be made. He 
had given permission to McCor- 
mack to make a statement at the 
latter’s,request. 

McCormack was originally placed 
on probation for two years in July 
1941 after being found guilty of 
interstate transportation of a stol- 
en automobile. The same month, 
he stole another machine, drove 
it to Mississippi, wrecked it and 
was arrested. He was sentenced 
to four years at Algoa Farm on 
Aug. 8, 1941, on a state charge of 
automobile theft, and shortly aft- 
erward was transferred to the 
penitentiary at his own request so 
he could gain early release under 
rules permitting time off for good 
behaviour. He was released on 
Nov. 11, and has been in City Jail 
since then, awaiting the hearing

“Antithesis of Idealism.” 


“Attempts to gauge the harmful 
effects of strikes by measuring 
the man-hours lost as a percentage 
of the total man-hours applied to 
war production are apt to result 
in distortions of the true picture. 
So do the exaggerated statements | 
of some. critics of labor that lost | 
man-hours would result in major | 
disasters on the battlefields. To'| 
me the most destructive effect of | 
strikes and slowdowns in time of. 
war is that they set a standard 
of moral complacency and indif- 
ference to community responsi- 
bility which is the very antithesis 
of that high idealism which has 
always marked the conduct of 
Americans and of the great ma- 
jority of organized labor in time 
of crisis.” 

Adm. Moreell pointed out that 
there have been self-seekers and 
obstructionists in finance and 
management ‘as well as in the 
ranks of labor but their activities 
did not warrant condemnation of 
any group as a Class. The great 
mass of our citizens, he sajd, have 
manifested loyalty and devotion. 
Failure or success of an operation, 
he added, must be appraised by 
over-nll results rather than by in 
dividual details of the various 
functions which constitute’ the 
whole. 

Reconversion Overemphasized. 

“There have been issued in re- 
cent months,” Adm. Moreell 
stated, “many overoptimistic pre- 
dictions of events to come. Super- 
ficial observers of local successes 
in battle and of accumulated 
Allied war power have seen fit 
to predict early terminations of 
the war in both the European 
and Pacific areas. The results of 
these enthusiastic statemenfs, 
which constitute wishful thinking, 
have been most unfortunate. We 
have seen a slowing down of war 
production and large migrations 
of workers from vital industries 
whose war tasks are far from 
completed.

Acknowledging that his com- 
mand would automatically em- 
brace al] American seaborne forces 
who landed in China, he repeated 
his belief that the Japanese could 
not be defeated by island hopping, 
but would have to be crushed final- 
ly on the Asiatic mainland. 

The Japanese already are “ter- 
ribly concerned” about their over- 
all position, Wedemeyer said, add- 
ing that this concern would be in- 
creased steadily from now on as 
the Allies employed “all kinds of 
resources from all directions.” 

Wedemeyer said that Gen. Ya- 
guji Okamura, the new Japanese 
commander in chief in China who 
succeeded Marshal Gen. Shunroku 
Hata, was adept at mountain war- 
fare and might prove even more 
energetic than was Hata in push- 
ing the enemy's present campaign, 
which already has bisected China. 

At present, he said, the Japa- 
mese in China were pausing to 
consolidate their new-won posi- 
' tions and bring up more strength | 
before proceeding with the next 
phase of the campaign—possibly a 
drive on Chungking, 

Wedemeyer said he was most 
favorably impressed with the new 
Chinese War Minister, Gen. Chen 
Cheng, who, he said, might bring 
about better co-ordination in the 
Allied war effort. 

‘Every American tells me Chen 
has force, drive, a good brain and 
thinks clearly—all attributes of a 
good jeader,’’ Wedemeyer observed. 


WEDEMEYER SEES 
CHIANG FREQUENTLY

CHUNGKING, Nov. 24.—In the 
brief two weeks since his arrival 
here, Maj. Gen. Albert C. Wede- 
meyer has made a big start to- 
ward revolutionizing the organiza- 
tion and morale of the United 
States Army services in China. He 
has brought a gust of fresh air 
into an atmosphere which had be- 
eome so stagnant that it was be- 
ginning to smell, 

Unfortunately China’s military 
Geterioration has progressed so far 
that it would be foolhardy to 
prophesy how far Wedemeyer, 
without American ground troops, 
will be successful in helping to 
gave the situation. But this much 
can be said: That whatever fur- 
ther progress the Japanese may 
make in China, it will not be by 
default on Wedemeyer’s side. 


Wedemeyer a Doer. 

This man is a doer. He is tack- 
ling the grave China military prob- 
Jem with drive, determination and 
imagination. He has no use for 
officers who sit around wringing 
their hands. He is putting them to 
useful work, and if they won't 
work, out they go. 

The first thing Wedemeyer did 
here was to establish cordial rela- 
tionships with the Chinese, with 
Maj. Gen. Claire L. Chennault’s 
Fourteenth Army Air Force, and 
with British representatives on the 


spot.

Gen. Frank Dorn of San 
Francisco, who has the assets of 
youth and aggressiveness and 
learned much of hig soldiering and | 
knowledge of China from that able | 
old soldier, Gen, Joseph W. Stil- 


well, 


‘Cheves Heads Supply. 


To supervise the problem of 
supplying the Americans and the 
American-equipped Chinese armies 
Wedemeyer brought in Maj. Gen. 
Gilbert X. Cheves of Atlanta, Ga. 
—a go-getter if there ever was one. 
Cheves, though unorthodox in his 
methods, is an old hand at doing 
the impossible. During his service 
in India he converted an impor- 
tant East Indian port from one of 
the lowest in army efficiency rat- 
ing to a number one position. 
Some people smile at what Cheves 


says he can do about improving 


the flow of supplies into and 
throughout China, but it is dan- 
gerous to bet against him. Cer- 
tainly the supply problem is basic 
in the present situation. 

Another Wedemeyer change is 
the appointment of Maj. Gen. Rob- 
ert McClure of Palo Alto, Cal., a 
deputy chief of staff. As former 
commander of an American di- 
vision in the Southwest Pacific, 
McClure has an excellent record 
for getting things done. 

The significant feature of Wede- 
meyer'’s policy is that he believes 
in doing first things first.

HESS THINKS REICH 
‘IS BEATEN FOREVER,’ 
LONDON PAPER SAYS 


Nazi Captive Wept on D- 
Day, Now Asserts Himmler 
Betrayed Hitler. 


LONDON, Nov. 24 (AP). — The 
London Daily Star says Rudolph 
Hess, most celebrated Nazi pris- 
oner in Britain’s hands, has wilted 
under news of Allied victories and 
thinks Germany “is beaten for- 
ever,” , 

The Star says Hess wept on 
D-day, gloomily predicted Ger- 
many was beaten when France 
was overrun, and now is anti-Hein- 
rich Himmler because he says 
Himmler betrayed Adolf Hitler. 

Hess, says the newspaper, now 


is living in a bungalow in a pris- 
oner-of-war camp “somewhere in 
England.” 

The former No. 2 Nazi, who 
came parachuting down into Brit- 
ain in the spring of 1941 in one 
of the war’s oddest episodes, hears 
German and British broadcasts. 

“At last,” says the Star, “Hess 
is completely disillusioned. Our 
victories in Africa and Italy shook 
him, D-day in Normandy was for 
him a crowning ignominy and he 
wept. 

“When Eisenhower overran 
France, he sank into a strange 
apathy. He would go days with- 
out speaking. He hardly ate. ‘Ger- 
many is beaten forever,’ he once 
said.”

The radio, newspapers and magazines 
have stressed the fact that the prob- 
lems of the service man are not over 
when he returns to this country from 
duty overseas. We are told he needs 
help in making adjustments, and that 
even his family must learn to handle the 
situation tactfully, while trained and ex- 
perienced workers are even more in de- 
mand. 

Why, then, is it almost impossible (es- 
pecially in a metropolitan area like St. 
Louis) to have one’s services accepted 
in the rehabilitation program? 

Our group, operating for the past two 
years in suburban St. Louis, is organized 
along the lines of the USO. While the 
Air Forces crowded Jefferson Barracks 
and Camp Babler, we entertained be- 
tween 500 and 600 men each month. This 
included chaperoned dances at the 
camps and in our community halls, 
street dances, private parties, dinners 
and week-ends in homes, as well as a 
Service Men’s Center open day and 
night. Now that the need for this work 
is not so urgent, we felt it would be wise 
to turn our efforts to the coming re- 
habilitation problems. 

We have contacted every person and 
organization we could think of who 
might be expected to welcome help in 
the vast job, but are turned down cold. 
We have offered our services as individ- 
uals as well as a group, but after re- 
peated refusals, feel there seems to be 
a smug conspiracy to keep the work 
confined to a “select” few. 

We are not trying to take any of the 
“glory” from the powers that be, but just 
want to be useful. Surely there cannot 
be too many workers, and the need will 
increase as more boys return. Why can’t 
we be trained and ready? A.

On Nov. 8, in a desperfite attempt to give an 
appearance of unity, the Reclamation service 
and the Army Engineers published a compromise 
agreement as to their respective authority over 
the Missouri River. This agreement was char- 
acterized by President Patton of the Farmers’ 
Union as a shameless, loveless shotgun wedding. 

The two Government bureaus, before an MVA 
was mentioned, had fought each other with the 
venom of a pair of old-time Kentucky feudists, 
but when the vested interests of both appeared 
in jeopardy, they made a fake alliance. 

Yet, even in the face of common danger, the 
fakery of the alliance is now evident. In a re- 
markable letter to the editor of this newspaper, 
Secretary Ickes, boss of the Reclamation service, 
announces his undying fealty to the principle 
of a Missouri Valley Authority. 

But—and it is BUT with capital letters—Mr. 
Ickes wants to run it. He wants to place an 
MVA under the guardianship of the already gi- 
gantic Government octopus—the Department of 
the Interior—which he controls. He wants to leave 
the Army Engineers—the other half of the shot- 
gun wedding—waiting at the church. Moreover, 
he wants to control not only an MVA, but all 
other valley authorities which might be created. 

” ™ a 

Listen to Mr. Ickes’ language: 

A multitude or even several independent 
basic authorities reporting directly to the 
White House would overburden an already 
overburdened President. 

Might not such added tasks overburden an 
already overburdened Secretary of the Interior’ 

He continues: 

Co-ordination, to prevent friction and over- 
lapping between such agencies, must be pro- 
vided. It is obvious that the Department of 


the Interior is the appropriate co-ordinator. 
What becomes of the Nov. 8 armistice between 


the Army Engineers and Mr. Ickes’ Reclamation 
service now that the Secretary makes public his 
desire to grab an MVA, as well as all other valley 
authorities that might be set up, and presumably 
also TVA? 

What has made TVA so outstanding a success 
is precisely that it is an independent agency, re- 


sponsible, of course, to the President and Con-. 


gress, but tied to no distant Washington bureau. 
TVA’s decisions are made by its board of direc- 
tors in its own region. It does not have to run 
to Washington every time a wheel is turned. It 
is managed from Knoxville, Tenn., in close co- 
operation with the people of the region. 

It is this regional control, the decentralization, 
that has helped to make the MVA idea so popu- 
lar. Our Government has grown so big that 
it can no longer run everything from Washing- 
ton with efficiency and dispatch. That is why, 
during the last four years, the offices of various 
Government agencies have been sent away from 
Washington. That is why, for example, the of- 
fices of the REA were moved to St. Louis. 

In the case of TVA, the process goes one step 
further. Not only are the headquarters s#@t up 
in the region, but a large measure of autonomy 
is given. So it should be with an MVA. 


If more than one authority is set up in the 
same river basin, of course a measure of co- 
ordination is necessary. TVA, on the Tennessee, 
for example, has co-ordinated its operations with 
the Army Engineers on the Ohio when flood has 
threatened. Such co-ordination has the sim- 
plicity of a five-minute telephone call between 
men on the spot. And, incidentally, about the 
only time co-ordination is necessary is in time 
of high water. Should Washington be relied upon 
to make what may well be a split-second decision 
concerning releasing or holding back of water, 
or should it be made in the regions involved by 
men who know their valleys like they know the 
palms of their hands?

In addition to Mr. Ickes’ brazen-attempt to hog 
all valley authorities for his department, an- 
other break in the fake alliance of Nov. 8 comes 
with Senator O’Mahoney’s revised amendment to 
protect the irrigation water rights of the arid 
states. This amendment is highly objectionable 
to the Army Engineers, who say it would put 
states’ rights to control streams above those of 
the Federal Government. 

So, while the MVA idea marches on, its ene- 
mies are unable to maintain even the appear- 
ance of a united front, such as they cooked up 
Nov. 8. They are at each other’s throats. And 
we have the strange spectacle of two Government 
bureaus—the Reclamation service and the Army 
Engineers—frantically attempting to sabotage a 
pledge solemnly made to the people of the coun- 


try during the campaign by Mr. Roosevelt—that — 


he favors an MVA. 

Isn't it about time that the President reminded 
Mr. Ickes and the Army Engineers how he stands 
on this question? Isn't it about time that the 
two quarreling sets of bureaucrats reread the 
presidential message to Congress of Sept. 21? 
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Penalty for Kickbacks 

The Illinois Supreme Court was not acting in 
any narrow or vengeful spirit this week when 
it suspended two lawyers—E. Bentley Hamilton 
of Peoria and Benjamin *p. Alschuler of Au- 
rora—from practice for three years because they 
kicked back fees to the Union Electric Co. in 
the years when that utility was a sinister power 
in government and politics over several states. 
The court was acting, rather, for the good 
name of ‘the legal profession, and it was warn- 
ing other lawyers who might be tempted to en- 
gage in such practices. 

The defense of Hamilton and Alschuler, in the 
proceedings brought against them by the Illi- 
nois State Bar Association, was so flimsy that 
no intelligent and responsible court could have 
accepted it. The lawyers pleaded that they did 
not know the $311,000 in cash they returned to 
the company between 1928 and 1938 was to be 
used for illegal purposes. »The court found 
proof of “utter departure from the standard 
of honesty and integrity” required of attorneys, 
yet it.was merciful in ordering suspension rath- 
er than permanent disbarment. 

The case has dragged on for years, but its 
warning is still to be heeded, a warning: both 
to lawyers and to corporations that may see 
an advantage in straying from the path of 
legitimate business to buy off public officials 
and dominate elections as a means to profits. 
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Mr. Roosevelt now has officially denied that, 
when a voting machine jammed on him election 
day, he said “The goddamned thing won't work.” 
The one point on which there seems to be agree- 
ment in this unfortunate affair is that the 
thing wouldn’t work. 
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Reason for a Wreck 

On Oct. 25 the Post-Dispatch asked whether 
the Illinois Central System had any explana- 
tion why its crack train, Louisiane, had been 
running through blinding fog near New Orleans 
the preceding morning——and had crashed into 
‘he Southern Pacific’s Sunset Limited, injur- 
ing 15 persons. 

The Illinois Central has provided the Post- 
Dispatch with a complete account of the acci- 
dent. What it boils down to is that, in the rail- 
road’s judgment, it was a case of human failure. 
The I. C. engineer “failed to observe” automatic 
block warning signals, and the Southern Pacific 
flagman did not properly flag the approaching 
train, the report says. 

Because even the most efficient human beings 
sometimes make mistakes, prudence counsels 
that, whenever it is possible, automatic safety 
devices, should be used, to take hold and do the 
needful whenever human fallibility has left the 
needful undone. There is no excuse for a rail- 
road accident due to human failure when an 
automatic safety device would have prevented 
the accident. 

The automatic device known as train control 
makes the train respond properly to block sig- 
nals, whether the engineer sees them or not. 
Such appalling train disasters as the wreck of 
the Chicago & Eastern Illinois Railroad’s Dixie 
Flyer near Terre Haute Sept. 14 prove that 
the automatic block system is not enough with- 
out the train control device. Although a block 
signal system was in operation, the C. & E. I. 
express crashed into a mail train of the same 
railroad, killing more than a score of persons, 
most ‘of them servicemen. These passengers 
were not protected by train control, but they 
could have been—and they should have been. 

Blaming wrecks on human ergor, when they 


could otherwise be prevented, is no explanation. 
The explanation of the New Orleans wreck on 
the Illinois Central System is that the railroad 
was not using, on that train, the necessary safety 
device of train control, to step in whenever 
human efficiency failed, as it must always be 
expected to do sooner or later. 
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B-29s Over Tokyo 

More than two years ago, a little force of 16 
medium bombers from an American carrier 
dropped their loads on and near Tokyo. Now a 
mighty force of B-29 Superfortresses pays a visit 
from Saipan in the Marianas. Unlike the 1942 
raid, the 1944 one is the beginning of methodical 
destruction, Our strength has grown: we have 
come far and fast in those two years. 

As Gen. Arnold’s report makes clear, we 
will come faster aerial-wise from now on. Tokyo 
begins to feel the same kind of retribution that 
has fallen so long on Berlin. ° 

Defeating Japan is still a colossal job. The 
ability to bomb Jap home industry will not lessen 
the total burden of that task, but it does and 
will mean a large-scale substitution of explosives, 
steel and gasoline for the lives of fighting men. 
Use of heavy bombing means that many good 
American lives will be saved later on the Asiatic 
mainland. If any such thing is needed, it is also 
reassurance that the lives given in the laborious 
island campaign were devoted to a thoroughly 
rational purpose—that they will save otker lives 
ten-fold. 
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Border of Contention 

Frenchmen and Americans pour through pass- 
es in the Voges down across the plain to the 
Rhine. Fortified Mulhouse fallen. La Pueelle, 
Metz of the 14 bridges, called the Virgin be- 
cause in 20 centuries it had never fallen by as- 
sault, is taken by American armor in short weeks. 
Strasbourg, which gave learning to French Pas- 
teur and German Goethe and pate de foie gras 
to the world, Strasbourg whose statue in Paris 
was kept green with mourning wreaths from 
1871 to 1918, is a battlefield. 

So it is that Alsace and Lorraine, the arena 
of men’s greed and hatreds, cause of one mod- 
ern war and a major cause in another, are once 
again the scene of bloody contention. The 
Gauls, the imperial Romans, the Teuton Aleman- 
ni held sway in their turn. Then a province 
of the Hapsburgs, wrested away by the French 
in 1648, retaken by Germany in 1871, back to 
France in 1918, with a goodly meed of killing 
on each change. Then the impregnable Maginot 
forts, made history's grim jest in 1940 when 
the Germans swept across the Low Countries 
and Flanders to Paris. 

Like their suffering land, the inhabitants are 
torn among allegiances. From France came the 
roots of culture and religion. From Germany 
came trade and an autocratic government that 
was still in some ways more tolerable than the 
French system because it reserved provincial 
decisions to Strasbourg. Bilingual in tongue 
and bilateral or bitterly partisan in sympathy— 
which way, which nationality? 

Perhaps, indeed, something new under the 
sun, a new European internationalism in a 
changed key, is the world’s troubled borders’ 
only hope against the recurrent  blood-bath. 
Artifices of steel, masonry, earthwork fall like 
feathers under the new might poured from the 
skies, out of cannon’s-mouth, from clanking steel 
juggernauts. Henceforward no border is safe 
but by the decision and good will of man that 
the engines of self-destruction shall not roll 
again.

Why America Needs a Strong China

Our national self-interest requires us to aid China, says noted news 
analyst; Stilwell’s recall should not cause us to side against Chiang; 
Kuomintang regime, not a democracy now, badly needs reform; 
united China to fulfill the Sun Yat-sen revolution is called for.

Now that Gen. Stilwell has been recalled 
—altogether at Chiang Kai-shek’s behest—- 
the natural tendency will be for Ameri- 
cans to take sides, and the Stilwell-Chiang 
conflict will tend to become one in which 
Stilwell is found right and Chiang wrong. 


But it is very much to the point to 
make some observations on Amefican na- 
tional interest in this matter, so as to keep 
some sense of proportion about the im- 
portance to us of China and, indeed, of 
the Generalissimo himself. 


That China is weak and divided is un- 
deniable. Not in our time has China been 
anything else. The achievement of demo- 
cratic government and rising prosperity 
are not to be had by a vast and backward 
land with so great a population, in a short 
time. 

Americans are friends of the Chinese 
people, and believe the Chinese are by 
nature democratic. That, we know, isn’t 
the same as saying that they already 
live in a democracy. They have witnessed 
the rise of modern progressive ideas in 
China, and they want to co-operate in 
every possible way with the Chinese people 
in becoming a prosperous democracy: 


Not Yet a Democracy 


The Sun Yat-sen revolution set a pro- 
gram for the advance to true self-govern- 
ment, its end objective being the arrival 
at democracy. Yet nobody denies that the 
Kuomintang regime is nét a democracy— 
it doesn’t pretend to be, The issue is what 
it will be tomorrow. 


The revolutionary enthusiasm has long 
since drained out of the Kuomintang 
regime. Chiang himself has none. His 
party has failed to reform what could be 
reformed in wartime, and to cleanse the 
party of corruption and incompetence. The 
Communist issue should not be overstated. 
Communist China at present is certainly 
more democratic than Kuomintang China, 
but it comprisés perhaps less than one- 
tenth of the total Chinese population. 


America for its own sake needs a united 
and friendly China. If China is not united, 
and cannot carry the responsibility for 
preserving the peace in its own borders, it 
may be impossible to prevent a rebirth 
of Japanese imperialism. China has been 
neither strong nor united at any time that 
our policy has been based on the need for 
a strong and united China. The revela- 
tions about the nature of the Chungking 
regime are no reason for changing our 
policy. A united and friendly China is 
not ours to make, but it can hardly be 
made without our aid and faith. 


A China We Would Support 


The Roosevelt administration is groom- 
ing no candidate to succeed Chiang Kai- 
shek. On the contrary, it acquiesced in 


Chiang’s desire in the matter of Gen. Stil- | 


well, The sovereignty of China and the 
leadership of Chiang have been respected. 
So there must be temperateness in taking 
sides with Stilwell lest we should take 
sides against China, which in our interest 
we cannot afford to do. 

Nonetheless, Stilwell’s recall has thrown 
light on the incompetence of the conduct 
of China’s military affairs, the failure of 
the Chungking regime to reach an.accord 
with the Communists, and the imperative 
need for introducing political reforms. It 
has placed a new responsibility on Chiang 
Kai-shek to proceed with reforms by him- 
self which he felt. he was impeded in mak- 
ing in collaboration with Gen. Stilwell. 

Chiang, the Kuomintang and all China 
have been hurt in America, but he and the 
Chinese have it in their power to regain 
their prestige and rekindle the affections 
of many Americans, 

But this is to be done in only one way— 
by a courageous policy looking toward the 
creation of a united China fulfilling the 
Sun Yat-sen revolution. Americans still 
will support a China headed in that direc- 
tion.. But they must see that it is facing 
that way, not standing still.

It is, in our view, both fitting and for- 
tunate that United States troops should be 
the first to penetrate the Reich, 

America has no.private ax to grind in the 
European struggle. The adjustment of na- 
tional boundariés is not a matter in which 
she has a personal interest. Her single clear 
objective is to impose justice and to ensure 
that aggression will be finally put down. 

No side-issue will divert America from 
her primary aim, which is the complete 
military defeat of Germany and the imposi- 
tion upon her leaders of unconditional sur- 
render. 

If the banner of vengeance is not being 
carried in the van of the invading Ameri- 
can armies, this does not mean that there 
will be any lack of firmness in the immedi- 
ate and subsequent actions of the leaders 
of the United States forces. The reverse 
will be the case. ; 

America will be implacable. Twice, with- 
in a period of 30 years, she has had to send 
the flower of her youth across the Atlantic 


to help, at great sacrifice, in restoring or- 
der to a chaotic Europe. We are safe to 
assume that this time she will do all in her 
power to ensure that she will not have to 
undertake a third journey on the same mis- 
sion. 

Nothing could be more reassuring than 
the knowledge that her feats at sea, in the 
air and on land, will guarantee the United 
States a dominant voice in the final settle- 
ment. 

President Roosevelt’s speeches scourged 
the common enemies from the moment war 
was declared. The manufacturing resources 
of his country were placed unreservedly at 
the disposal of the Allies, and now its full 
military might has carried the conflict into 

ceich territory. 

There can be no room for any feeling save 
thanksgiving at such an outcome. Presently 
Britain will have an opportunity to record 
her gratitude by placing all her available 
resources at America’s side in the final ex- 
tirpation of the Japanese pest. 


Two Books on Enjoying Muste 
Run Into Some Difficulties 


‘‘Musie for the Millions,’*’ by David Ewen. (Arce 
Publishing Co., New York.) 

“Masle for the Man Who Enjoys Hamiet,” by B. @. 
Haggin. (Alfred A. Knopf, New York.) 


“Music for the Millions,” David Ewen’s 
seventeenth book on music and musicians, 
is a fat volume, which is in keeping with 
its pretensions as “complete concert, radio 
and record guide.” The second volume, by 
The Nation’s record critic, is intended not 
as an encyclopedia but as an aid to under- 
standing, and is much more modestly pro- 
portioned. Both run into familiar but very 
different difficulties. 

Large areas of Ewen’s book are good— 
the admirably succinct biographies, the op- 
era synopses, the wealth of background and 
collateral information, Unfortunately, the 
author finds it too extensively necessary to 
supplement and substitute with copious 
word-painting “program note” excerpts 
from other writers, written on the thesis 
that readers will see the lovely words and 
be filled with the elevated sentiments 
known as “appreciation.” 

* - ” 

But appreciation cannot be so gained. 
Members of unspoiled audiences, cluttered 
up with no literary notions about hearing 
“fate” or “joy” or Weltschmerz, get the 
widest kind of emotional impressions from 
the same piece of music, It is normal and 
natural that they should do so. To suggest 
they should follow a leader's sentiments 
is to do violence to enjoyment. 

Music is not a language that can be trans- 
lated into English. It simply is not litera- 
ture, and no spawning of adjectives can 
make it so. The only way to “understand” 
a piece of music is to hear it over and over, 

Haggzgin starts out with that premise. But, 
he contends, understanding can be speeded 
and enriched when the listener is told in 
advance what is going on, when he has 
some sense of pattern, idiom, dynamics, 
changes of tempo and tone color and the 
like. Accordingly, he proceeds to analyze 
the salient features of a few compositions 
in words, supplemented by simplified ex- 
cerpts from the scores. For those without 
music-reading ability, he smooths the way 
with references to carefully located spots 
in standard recordings—a device used in 
his earlier “A Book of the Symphony.” 
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It is no painless method; a painless meth- 
od would not accomplish the result. But 
it can undoubtedly be used fruitfully by 
anyone whose liking for Hamlet is deep 
enough to hanker for its inner subtleties, 
and anyone who submits to the ordeal will 
undoubtedly hear all music thereafter with 
heightened alertness and enjoyment. 

These remarks are not intended to dis- 
miss Ewen's book as not worth having. It 
is deficient in the way For 
record counsel, one would much better turn 
to David Hall's exhaustive “The Record 
Book” or Haggin’s excellent “Music on Rec- 
ords’—which, again, is a matter of taste, 
The surest guide is not only to read the 
experts but to hear the records. But in 
spite of the reservations, Ewen’s book con- 
tains a wealth of useful information and 
is well worth browsing through with an 
idea of acquisition.

A First Rate Musical Picture 


rf S OMETHING FOR THE BOYS,” the technicolor musical 
at the FOX Theater this week, should be required see- 
ing for all prospective producers of song and dance 
films, since it embodies all the requirements of a first rate 
musical picture. It has pretty girls and pretty songs, well 
produced dance numbers, and a light love story woven into a 
plot that strains your credulity but is funny enough to justify 
itself, The music could be better, as there is no one outstand- 
ing song that you whistle as you leave, but in 
all] other respects, the picture ig excellent enter- 

tainment in the lighter. vein. 
Chief attraction is Vivian Blaine, the cherry 
blonde, who is quite a few pounds trimmer, quite 
a bit more attractive and polished of performance 
than she was in “Greenwich Village,” and in the 
scantier costumes, really something for the boys: 
She is Blossom Hart, Brooklyn night club singer 
and one of three cousins who inherit a Southern 
plantation, Magnolia Manor, near Masonville, Ga. The other 
two cousins are Harry Hart (Phil Silvers) a sidewalk gadget 
pitchman and Chiquita Hart (Carmen Miranda), daughter of a 
traveling Hart, and also a welder who has carborondum in her 
teeth fillings which enables her to hear radio programs even 

when the radio is turned off. 


The three cousins meet for the first time in Georgia and 
find that the family manse is a dusty white elephant with doors 
that collapse and pigeons in the pillars. As they're wondering 
how to dispose of the ruins, a group of soldiers headed by Sgt. 
Rocky Ford, an ex-bandleader (Michael O'Shea) walk in with 
a plan for renovating the house ag a hotel for army wives in 
the overcrowded vicinity, The rest of the plot concerns the 
usual romantic misunderstandings plus some business about the 
hotel being declared off limits, then on again when Blossom 
and Rocky help the Blue Army capture the Reds in Army 
maneuvers. Musical scenes occur when the soldiers and wives 
put on a show to finance their remodeling venture, 

Carmen Miranda and Phil Silvers contribute numerous 
laugh-out-loud scenes, the latter doing a “Southern medley” 
that is as hilarious as any Danny Kaye foolery. Perry Como 
sings the swoon tunes nicely, Sheila Ryan is a thoroughly hate- 
ful menace, and Cara Williams is a bright spot as the secretary 
with a Southern fried accent. 


A Glimpse in the Famil Y, Album 

“MEET ME IN ST. LOUI the motion picture in techni- 
color of Sally Benson's chronicle about a St. Louls family in the 
World's Fair year of 1903-04, now at LOEW'S STATE Theater, 


is much like a glimpse through the family album, or an after- 
noon’s exploration of your mother’s horsehair 
trunk. If you were born and brought up in 8t. 
Louis, and aware from earliest childhood of The 
Fair, always capitalized even in conversation, of 
such songs as “Meet Me in St. Louis, Louie,” and 
“Under the Bamboo Tree,” of the Pike and 
Cascades, Bedelia, the camel, if you ate your 
oatmeal with one of those souvenir silver spoons, 
then the picture will seem even more like watch- 
ing the youth of your parents and aunts and 

unices, and it is all just as they told you. 

Even # The Fair was not a personalized family matter, 
“Meet Me in St. Louis’ will still be, as the book was, a 
pleasantly reminiscent journey back to those peaceful, un- 
troubled days when a family’s most momentous decision was 
whether to move to a new city or not, when the young lady 
of the family had to flaunt tradition to kiss her boy friend, 
because “nice girls never kiss a boy till they're engaged,” when 
a little girl without a background of radio horror stories had 
to work up a lot of courage to throw flour in the face of the 
neighborhood's meanest man on Halloween eve, and thus attain 
the accolade of being “the most horrible.” , 

The well chosen cast for the St. Louis Smiths number Leon 
Ames as Father Alonzo, along somewhat explosive Life With 
Father lines, Mary Astor as the pretty, gentle mother, Lucille 
Bremer as the oldest sister, Rose; Judy Garland as Esther, and 
Margaret O’Brien as Tootie. Tom Drake is John Truitt, the 
nice boy next door on whom Esther has a hopeless crush; 
Walter Davenport the understanding grandfather Prophater, 
and Marjorie Main does her usual peppery performance as 
Katie, the cook. 


The film follows the book fairly closely, at least in spirit. 


There is less of Lon’s practical joking and more of Esther's 
love affair, very little of Agnes and very much of Tootie. As 
far as the audience is concerned, the picture could have been 
all Tootie, with Margaret O’Brien taking every scene in which 
she appears.

This routine Western may be 
a bit cob-cut for sophisticated audiences but 
the true red piooded Rogers fans were entranced with Roy and 
his gal, with Jean Porter as the singing, boy crazy, kid sister, 
Dot Farley as a back-slapping cowgirl, and Trigger, the smartest 
horse in the movies, who is as sturdy, purty, and wholesome 
looking as his master. 

Making a well rounded program for those who prefer 
bucolic ballads to boogie or Bach is the second picture at the 
ST. LOUIS, Pappy Cheshire in “SING NEIGHBOR SING,” also 
featuring Brad Taylor and Ruth Terry in the love leads, Lulu- 
belle and Scotty, and Roy Acuff and his Smoky Mountain Boys.

OME of the best methods of 
S treatment of common condi- 

tions are shamefully neglected. 
Most of us instinctively fee] that 
a remedy is syn®nymous with a 
drug. Perhaps a vague faith in 
diet as a method of treatment of 
chronic disorders prevails. But 10 
to one, nobody in the average 
household ever thinks of treating 
a cold by hydrotherapy, which is 
the art of treatment by water, and 
which in most instances gives the 
most prompt relief of any method 
of treating a cold. 

Hydrotherapy means to most 
some sort of institute or establish- 
ment with elaborate and costly ap- 
paratus for giving needle showers 
and playing water from a hose on 
the. human form, But the average 
American bath room is a very 
good hydropathic institute, and 
the most valuable hydrotherapeu- 
oo procedures can be given right 

ere. 


The same reluctances prevail 
concerning Massage. It will do 
wonders that cannot be accom- 
plished with any medicine, and yet 
is constantly neglected. For most 
people it means a masseur and 
that means expense. Well, we will 
grant that a professional masseur 
does the job better than anyone 
elac, but an old doctor I used to 
know spent his life crusading with 
the slogan that massage was just 
rubbing and anybody could make 
a fair stab at it, and if nobody 
else was around self-massage was 
possible and a very valuable meth- 
od of treatment. 
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HE CAME OF AN arthritic 
family and had seen his father, 
uncle and brother gradually be- 
come crippled and almost bed 
ridden. When symptoms began to 
show up in himself he was prac- 
ticing in a smal] town where there 
was no professional masseur, 80 
he began systematically rubbing 
himself. He gave all his muscles 
a good going over at night when 
he got into bed, kneading and rub- 
bing and slapping them, and then 
moving his joints one after an- 
other. He at least experienced 
great relief from pain and muscu- 
lar stiffness and never became 
crippled as had the other members 
of his family. Nothing could ever 
have persuaded him that his es- 
cape was not due to his self- 
massage. 

I once saw a patient in consul- 
tation with him, The man had ex- 
perienced attacks of pain in the 
chest over the heart region a few 
years before and my self-massage 
friend had taught him to rub the 
muscles of the chest whenever an 
attack came on, He said he 
guessed it was angina, but anyway 
the massage seemed to alter the 
circulation and stopped the at- 
tacks. Indeed it stopped them for 
several years. We know so little 
about the real mechanism of pain 
in angina that I did not feel I was 
in a position to disagree with him. 
What the patient had when I saw 
him in consultation was something 
entirely different from angina, 
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THE PROFESSIONAL masseur 
insists that a knowledge of anat- 
omy is essential for anyone who 
is going to give scientific massage. 
I would be the last to deny it, but 
I think too much emphasis can 
be put on that. After all, it is ef- 
fective mostly over muscles and 
on the skin and in passive move- 
ments of joints and everyone 
knows where they are. 

The professional masseur gives 
very grand names to the different 
movements he uses: effleurage, 
petrissage and tapotement. But 
effleurage is just stroking, super- 
ficial and deep; and petrissage is 
friction or kneading or pressing; 
and tapotement is hacking and 
clapping and beating. 

Granted that the professional 
masseur does them in a finished 
way, still any member of an in- 
telligent family can learn to do 
them on the ailing one who needs 
them. And while I advise by all 
means to use the best massage 
you can, do not cut yourself off 
from this valuable remedy just 
because the expert is not available 
in your community.

OR a long time I have been saving up “Why” questions,

it would be a good idea, I think, to answer them one at a 
time each week.

THINK no single food is as 
| badly abused as cabbage, either 

cooked or served raw in a slaw, 
The poor limp tasteless lump that 
apologetically offers itself for ap- 
proval is a pathetic sight. Cab- 
bage slaw should be crisp and 
fresh, should stand perk and green 
and be a beautiful picture as well 
as a tasteful treat. It takes tender 
fresh sweet cabbage for the basis 
of cole slaw, and it needs to be 
shredded just before using. Then 
a dressing to bind the cabbage 
shreds together and to moisten 
and season, should be added early 
enough to allow the flavors to 
blend but not for the cabbage to 
become limp. 

Simple Boiled Dressing. 

One tablespoon flour, two table- 
spoons sugar, one-half teaspoon 
salt, one teaspoon dry mustard, 
three egg yolks, three-fourths cup 
water, one-fourth cup vinegar, two 
tablespoons margarine. Mix flour, 
sugar, salt and mustard thorough- 
ly in top of double boiler; add 
beaten egg yolks and water and 
cook over hot water, stirring con- 
stantly until mixture thickens—8 
to 10 minutes. Add vinegar and 
margarine, stir to blend and cool. 
Store in covered jar in refriger- 
ator. May be used plain or thinned 
with milk, top milk. French dress- 
ing or mayonnaise for variation. 
Makes one cup. Cabbage salad; 
Shred one-half medium head cab- 
bage with sharp knife. Mix with 
one-fourth cup chopped green or 
sweet red peppers, and two tea- 
spoon grated onion. Season with 
salt and pepper to taste and add 
one-half teaspoon caraway seed. 
Mix one-half cup boiled dressing 
with one-fourth cup milk. Toss with 
shredded cabbage and allow to 
marinate for 10 to 15 minutes. 
Serves four. 

BREAKFAST: 
cinnamon milk toast, 
bacon. 

LUNCHEON: Turkey soup, crisp 
crackers, carrot-peanut butter 
sandwiches, chilled crisp apples. 

Turkey Soup. 

Crack the bones left from the 
roast (turkey, ruck, chicken), add 
three cups water, one small bunch 
celery with leaves, two carrots, 
and one small onion. Simmer 
one and one-half hours; strain out 
bones and vegetables (reserve one 
and one-half cups broth for sup- 
per). Bring remaining broth to 
boiling point and add one-half cup 
raw rice (washed) and one table- 
spoon salt. Simmer 30 minutes un- 
til rice is tender, add two cups 
milk, reheat — serve hot with 
chopped parsely sprinkled on top. 
Four servings. 

NOTE: Leftover dressing may 
be made into dumplings and add- 
ed to soup, and any gravy may be 
added for additional color and 
flavor. 

DINNER: Turkey pie with bis- 
cuit topping (use leftover fowl.and 
concentrated broth), buttered 
boiled noodles, fresh buttered or 
creamed spinach, cabbage. salad, 
rolls, prune whip (use egg whites 
left from boiled dressing).

From Steno to Star, on Roller Skates 


Ball-Bearing Ballerina Finds Skating Has It All Over Taking Dictation

F YOU have a capable secre- 
| tary who likes to roller skate, 

destroy this paper at once and 
buy up all the extra copies you 
can put your hands on. We are 
about to tell you about a capable 
secretary, Dolly Durkin, who loved 
skating so much that she skated 
herself right out of her boss’s of- 
fice and into a professional roller 
skating show. Now her boss has 
no secretary, and she wouldn't go 
back to a typewriter for three 
raises over her old salary. It might 
happen to you. 

Dolly, who is one of the featured 
skaters in the Skating Vanities, 
appearing at Kiel Auditorium this 
week, used to go skating at the 
Iocal skating rink at Richmond, 
L. I., three or four nights a week. 
“IT had no intention of becoming a 
professional skater,” she says. “I 
liked my job and I had a nice boss. 
But after I had been skating a 
while, the figure skating teacher 
at the rink suggested I team up 
with a boy who also was interested 
in skating, and we learned to 
dance on skates together. Before 
we knew it, we were practicing 
for competitions, and we won the 
title for the rink, and then for 
New York State. After we had 
been skating a year, we went to 
Cleveland where we won the na- 
tional senior dance competition— 
by 1-10 of a point! The following 
year we went back to Cleveland 
and won it again—this time by a 
greater margin.” ; 


All this time, Dolly continued to 
hold her secretarial position, but 
she practiced skating every night 
and all day Sunday. “How were 
you able to do your work?” we 
asked. “Well, skating didn’t do 
it any good,” she confided. “But 
I got used to it.” 

During this time, Dolly and her 
partner, Gordon Finigan, had re- 
celved severa] very tempting of- 
fers to do professional skating. 
“It wasn’t until the producer of 
Skating Vanities came out to see 
us in Cleveland that I really con- 
sidered skating as a career,” Dolly 
points out. “The plans for the 
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new show, however; which opened 
in January, 1942, seemed so attrac- 
tive, that I wanted to try it out. 
My partner and I joined up, in 
September, 1941, and we practiced 
all that fall for the opening. I dis- 
covered that doing professional 
skating was far more difficult 
than anything I had ever at- 
tempted before. We worked for 
months, copying difficult dance

steps taught us by the show’s 
choreographer, and then had to 
find music which would suit the 
routine.” 

One of Dolly’s pet peeves about 
skating shaw audiences is that 
they so seldom recognize the really 
difficult. skating feats, but clap 
like mad for something that just 
looks pretty. “I have one short 


number, called ‘Smooth Sailing,’ _ 


that took exactly one week to 
work up. It’s always very popu- 
lar, and never fails to go over big. 
But for a very difficult number, 
called ‘Bolero’ which my partner 
and I worked all summer to per- 
fect, we never get half so much 
applause. It's irsitating.” 

Dolly has been lucky in her pro- 
fessional experience, in not having 


~ suffered any bad falls or accidents. 


“Many of the girls have had a 
skate come off, during a number. 
Any little thing can easily throw 
you off balance, I remember one 
evening my partner suddenly dis- 
covered his shoelace was untied, 
and about to trip him. He 
whispered to me ‘What’ll I do?’ I 
told him that I would skate aloge 
in the center of the floor while he 
skated off to the side to tie his 
shoe. The only trouble was that 
the men working the spotlights 
didn’t catch on—I went skating 
around in the dark while they 
played the spot on him, bending 
over to tie his shoe.” 

“Just last week in Kansas City, 
my partner and I were doing our 
number on a floor much smaller 
than ones we are accustomed to 
use. We were gliding along when 
we discovered the rail marking 
the edge of the floor was right in 
front of us. We had to jump the 
rail, and hop back over to finish 
the number. We weren't at all 
upset, though—we just got the 
giggles.” 

Kansas City Is the home of 
Dolly’s fiance, Capt. Lawrence 
Moore, who is now in the Philip- 
pines. When the Skating Vanities 
were there last week, Dolly says 
she met Capt. Moore’s family for 
the first time—‘“All the uncles and 
aunts and cousins came to look me 
over, but they were really swell to 
me,” she says. Dolly hopes that 
she can be married just as soon 
as Capt. Moore gets back from the 
Philippines, and that she can go 
right on skating after she's Mrs. 
Moore, but she’s superstitious about 
making definite plans. “I think 
it's better just to let things work 
out,” she says. 

She’s just sure about one thing— 
she never wants to be a secretary 
again.

DOES “BOUQUET” 
RHYME WITH “O K”? 
CAN you give us something 
() authoritative on the pronun- 
® ciation of bouquet? I have 
a feeling that the rhyme with 
“O K” is erroneous. 

A. It has very little sanction. 
Of 10 American and British dic- 
tionaries consulted, only two list 
“boe-KAY,” and as second choice. 

Bouquet is a French loan-word. 
The French pronunciation is: boo- 
KEH, 

In English, practically all words 
in which “bou-” is the first syl- 
lable are from the French: bou- 
doir, boulevard, boutonniere, etc. 
And “boo” is the correct French 
and English pronunciation. Hence, 
“boe-KAY” and “BOE-kay” are 
highly irregular. 

The pronunciation in best Amer- 
ican usage is: boo-KAY,

A. Dr. Henry.P. Judd, profes- 
sor of the Hawaiian language at 
the University of Hawaii, regards 
it as dialectal and dubious. He 
states: “Some foreigners are pro- 
nouncing it (‘w’) like a strong ‘v’ 
in the mistaken idea that such is 
correct.” 

Dr. Judd’s pronunciation (and 
that of most other authorities) 
gives to the second syllable the 
sound of “wy” to rhyme with “by 
my,” thus: hah-WY-ee. 

Caution: Do not say “huh-WAH- 
yuh,” nor carry the “y” sound to 
the third syllable, as, “hah-WY- 
yee.” The name is_ syllabified 
thus: Ha-wai-i. Hence, the second

HERE Its one thing that would- 
be experts must learn, and that 
is that winning a trick “cheap- 
ly” is often very expensive. West 
learned that lesson in today’s deal. 
North, dealer. 
Both sides vulnerable. 
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The bidding: 


North East South 
1 Club Pass 1 
2 clubs Pass 2 no-trump Pass 
3 ne-trump Pass Pass Pass 


West opened the heart ten—the 
correct choice from his particular 
holding. East, of course, covered 
dummy’s lone jack. South won 
with the king and led to the club 
queen. East won and returned the 
four of hearts, West seemed very 
happy about winning with the 
Seven spot, and of course he then 
caghed the ace and nine, while two 
diamonds were discarded from 
dummy and declarer let go a 
spade, West’s diamond shift then 
let South spread the hand. 


When East returned the four of 
hearts he was telling his partner 
that he had started with at least 
four cards in the suit, since it is 
proper to return the original 
fourth best. In view of the bidding 
and the cards in sight in dummy, 
it was inconceivable that East 
could have the diamond ace as 
well as the club ace ag he had al- 
ready shown. Thus it took little 
figuring on West's part to realize 
that the one hope of defeating the 
contract was to make four heart 
tricks and the club ace. This could 
be done only if East had started 
with a five-card heart suit and, 
what is more to the point, only if 
West carefully unblocked, winning 
the second heart trick with the 
nine or ace and keeping the seven 
Spot so partner could overtake.
